The city of Austin, situated near the cen- 
ter of the State of Nevada, occupies a mag- 
nificent position on the west side of the 
Tayoibe Mountains, half way or a little 
more, up. towards a low pass in the summit 
of the lofty range. It may be six hundred 
feet above the Reese River Valley, from 
which the road gradually rises to it, up a 


long ridge, scarcely to be called a spur, by. 


a good grade. When the city is fairly 
reached, it is found extending along up a 
depression in the side of the mountain range, 
perhaps nearly two miles, widening out to 
the north upon moderate bills and up branch- 
ing depressions, along which in the wet sea- 
son more or less water runs... The main de- 
pression, hardly to be called a valley, and 
not rugged enough to jastify the word cafi- 
on, has now and at all times a little mur- 
muring rill of water passing down it, the 
result of tunneling the hills, or of pumping 
the shafts, and the waste from the crumbling 
mills. Well up towards the head of 
the depression are springs of water sufli- 
ciently large to afford an abundance of most 
excellent water for all culinary and other 
needed uses in the city, even allowing a limi- 
ted supply for the irrigation of dooryards 
and the sprinkling of streets. Most gene- 
rally also, good wells can be had by digging 
into the rocky earth perhaps thirty feet 
deep. 

On the south of the city, the mountain 
side ascends rapidly, forbidding more than 
a few houses at present to be built, and 
these within one or two streets distant from 
the little stream. If ever needed, the whole 
could be built up easier than Russian Hill 
in San Francisco. But to the northwest, 
north, and northeast, there seems unlimited 
and admirable room for the city to spread 
as there may be occasion. Yet the main 
street must ever be up the main depression. 

The city is now supposed to contain about 
three thousand people. The surroundings 
of this city and its prospect to the west- 
ward, are among the most splendid we ever 
saw, with only the abatement of the sense 
of desolation and barrenness common on 
the first visit of one, who has always asso- 
ciated a grassy surface or growing forests 
with all. thoughts of the beautiful and the 
magnificent. With this exception the scen- 
ery of Austin is the grandest ‘of any city 
we have ever visited. Standing upon one 
of the higher eminences of the city, all 
around you except to the northwest, at a 
Moderate distance, rise beautifully smooth 
and varied mountains, not jagged with 
rocks, except the summits of one or two on 
the northeast and southeast, while there is 
opened to view in front, fifteen miles up and 
down, the Reese River Valley, across which 
one is looking some fourteen miles towards 
the wildly varied, romantic range of Mount 
Airy, beyond and above which rises the 
tnow-streaked, higher New Pass range, and 
beyond this in the far distance, appear the 
lofty peaks of the La Plata range, full eighty 
miles away. Bearing to the left, or right, 
these various ranges rise irregularly, show- 
lng different portions of each at different 
points, or mingling together, they seem as 
°né vast mountainous towering region, va- 
ned with peaks or broken, rugged masses.

One extend- 
ed waste lies before you, a dry, barren sur- 
face, treeless, grassless, but every where dot- 
ted with the universal sage brush, in little 
clumps perhaps two feet high and about this 
distance apart. When told that on the 
Reese River there is one farm for grass 
six miles away, by carefully looking you

less. There are here varieties of untold 
and inexhaustible mineral wealth, as impor- 
tant in furthering the great enterprises of 
civilized nations, as the lumber of Oregon 
forests, or the wheat of California plains. 
Each region of the world has its different 
quota to contribute to the interests of man- 
kind, as really as each nation and race has 
its influence to exert for the good of the 
whole. But there is required a right mor- 
‘al-power, stimulating and directing all, found 
only in the divinely inspired Bible and free 
Christianity, or else all of nature and all of 
art become but utter desolation and waste. 

The silver mines of Austin are mostly a lit- 
tleabove the town and extending away to the 
north, a little west, running diagonally across 
the mountains, for it is peculiar that all the 
interior ranges of Nevada should run nearly 
northeast and southwest. These mines are 
worked on veins differing from any others 
we have known. They are quartz veins in 
clear granite, though occasionally one wall 
may be basalt. But the veins are won- 
drously numerous, often crossing and run- 
ning into each other, and. almost every- 
where to be found, Yet the main ones are 
distinct and more regular. Just above the 
town are four of the principle mines—the 
Manhattan, the Northwest, the French, and 
the Florida—lying apparently in regular 
order from north to northwest, or nearly so, 
yet we were told they were all on different 
leads ten or twenty rods apart. These 
leads are all narrow; the largest, we were 
told, were not four feet thick and varying 
only twenty to forty degrees from the hori- 
zon, dipping into the mountains. Thus, by 
sinking a shaft perpendicularly three bun- 
dred feet, it will drain and answer for work- 
ing one thousand or more feet of the in- 
clined vein. Most of the rock will aver- 
age from two to three hundred dollars to 
the ton, though all the veins have portions 
called pockets or chimneys, very rich, which 
for quite an extent may yield a thousand 
or more dolJars to the ton; then a portion 
as large or larger yield but very little. All 
over the hills are hundrds and thousands of 
prospecting holes dug—the surface is shot- 
ted with them—where miners have been 
looking for leads. 

Almost everwhere veins, rich in ore can 
be found, but too narrow to work at pres-

* © * The question of greatest prac: 
tical importance in the educational affairs 
of California is, how shall a bigh collegiate 
or university system be developed here, 
and in what respects must it be modified to 
meet the wants of the situation and time? 
Something higher and broader than a com- 
mon school system as well as something 
more special and professional, must be pro- 
vided if we would have educated men 
trained to all the high positions of responsi- 
bility and honor which the public duties 
and requirements of a great and growing 


men demand. It is igevitable that in the 
progress of human development there should 
be a demand for men who, from their ac- 
quirements, talents and position are raised 
above the mass. If the average intelligence 
of a community be raised by the nornial ope- 
ration of a well-considered system of com- 
mon schools, it becomes all the more im- 
portant as it is-also the more practical that 
there be those who, by virtue of the power 
of a superior culture, may rise to a controll- 
ing influence in all departments of the state, 
—civil, literary, scientific, commercial and 
religious. There is but one way in which 
this select class of controlling minds can be 
ron properly for the bigh duties await- 
ng them, namely, by the establishment of 
a higher class of institutions of learning. 
If this subject has yet had but little atten- 
tion in California, the cause is not difficult 
to nor is the little progress made in 
this direction in any just sense a cause of 
reproach to the intelligence of her people. 
The time is now arrived when it must, and 
doubtless will, receive the attention which 
its importance demands. The conditions of 
life in California have, up to @ very recent 
period been, in some important respects, 
quite peculiar and without a. parallel even 
g what we call the newer states of the 
Union. The first emigration was, to an 
unusual extent, of men in the vigor 
of life, without social ties, and floctuating 
to an extraordinary degree; the arrival of 
the new comers for many yeare was almost 
equal to the departure of those who had

we sée to-day. But time, which solves so 
problems and cires so-many evils, 
is fast putting an end to this anomaly. ‘The 
second decade of American life in Califor- 
nia is approaching its completeness, aed 
with it. is coming up the goodly army of 
young Californians “to the manor born,” who 
bave known no “home” but this, who are 
happy to call i¢ home and are blissful in 
their ignorance of the flesh pots of Egypt, 
after which the fathers yearn. To them 
this is a goodly country, whose sunny skies, 
golden flowery plains and snowy mountains 
offer ample scope and verge enough to fill 
the measure of youthful hope and ambition. 
For them your state bas made bountiful 
rovision in the common schools, wherz 
th sexes are furnished with the elements 
of knowledge by skilled professional teach- 
ers—the best paid body of educators in the 
world, and worthy of their reward. But 
what has California done for that higher 
education which every community must 
provide for her sons, if she would have 
men properly trained for the learned pro- 
fessions, for statesmen, for arts and sciences? 
The constitution of the state (section 2, 
article 9,) distinctly recognizes the duty of 
the state to establish one or more universi- 
ties. Certain public lands have been set 
apart from the General Government for 
educational uses, but the proceeds of sale 
of these lands have thus far, I understand, 
gone exclusively to the support of the com- 
mon schools. No university fund or land 
specially devoted to the uses of an univer- 

tity exist. 

The State is still without any provisions 
for the establishment of a University. No 
merely polytechnic or trades’ school—no 
simple professional school is a University. 
Such schools if wisely ordered, are extreme- 
ly useful, and the pressing demand which 
is felt in this State for a good mining, me- 
chanical and agricultural college may very 
likely, for a time, keep back the develop- 
ment of a State University and obstruct the 
plans of those who seek to establish litera- 
ry and scholastic institutions of a higher 
grade, like the College of California. 

There is nothing so conclusive -in life as 
the teachings of experience. No arguments 
are so powerful to expose a false system as 
this test.. Men who mistake the courage 
which rises to cope with great physical ob- 
stacles and the brute force of indomitable 
will for pees and training, will be con- 
vinced of their errors only by the teachings 
of experience. Asa people we have a high 
conceit of our powers; we have accom- 
plished many wonders, and believe ourselves 
capable of achieving anything. A writer 
in a recent public journal, discussing the 
peculiarities of the American character, 
speaks thus : | 

“ The ear of the public bas been so stuffed 
with compliments to American enterprise, 
American self-reliance and American prac- 
tical talent, that the public bas not yet dis- 
covered how incomplete and fragmentary is 
the practical side of our character. We are 
swift in all things, but thorough in very few. 
We are practical, it is true, up to the de-. 
mands of our most pressing necessities, but 
beyond that point chaos begins.” _ 

Few words are more thoroughly abused 
than’ this word practical. In its proper 
sense, of one skilled in the use or practice 
of an art or profession, we all it as 
of excellent meaning. But too often it is 
employed as an apology, or cloak for igno- 
rance or arrogant pretension—or is used as 
a weapon of offence against those whose 
knowledge it is designed to undervalue, by 
the assertion that it is theoretical and not 
ractical. It.needs but little experience in 
‘the affairs of life to demonstrate the fact 
that of all men the so-called practical man 
—meaning one who has acquired an art 
without training or culture—is the greatest 
theorist, while the truly practical man com- 
bines the experience derived from the prac- 
tice of an art, with a competent knowledge 
of the principles on which it rests. 

Did time it, I would here enter a 
plea in favor ‘of the disciplinary value of 
scientific studies as an element of intellect- 
ual training—comparing favorably with 
those other studies of a linguistic character, 
which have hitherto occupied so absorbing 
a place in collegiate life, and which must 
ever form part of a polite education. The 
methods of investigation in use in modern 
science, in the severity of the logic and in- 
ductions employed, in the patience and cau- 
tion they demand, are surpossed in rigor 
only by the demonstrations of mathematics. 
The constant tendency is to place every- 
thing in science, as far as ible, upon a 
mathematical basis, The elements of quan- 
tity, motion and time, find application even 
in the departments of general natural his- 
tory; while in and chemisty we 
see science formerly occupied chiefly with 
the exhibition of phenomena, now well set- 
tled in mathematical exactness. The meth- 
ods of investigation employed by science in 
the discovery of truth and in enlarging the 
bounds of 
known methods of intellectual exercise, those

A Remarxasze Fisu.—In a recent lec- 
ture by Prof. Agassiz, on the aquatic ani- 
mals of the Amazon, he described one fish 
of which he said: “ This fish is remarkable 
for the faculty it enjoys of leaving the wa- 
ter and walking a considerable distance over 
the land.

The Cultivation of Beauty and Order by 
| The farmer has neither the time nor op- 
portunity to mix daily i in refined society, 
like those living in cities; neither is he 
surrounded with the beauties of art in the 
thousand forms it is met with daily by the 
residents of -large cities. The refining and 
polishing influences of daily intercourse 
with men of taste and culture are denied to 
the farmer; he must look to the objects 
surrounding his home for the exercise of 
his love for the beautifal, as one of the 
méans for the elevating, purifying influence 
upon his mental growth. The growth of 
taste for rural beauties becomes more cor- 
the more we are educated to it. The 
false taste for large flowers and glaring 
colors only, in the boor, is replaced by a 
love for more delicate tints and harmonious 
combinations, when his taste has been cor- 
rected by a constant association with the 
beautiful arrangement of trees, shrubs and 
flowers. Rural beauties, more than any 
other, seem apptopriate appendages to ru- 

_ yal homes; their uses are the same as those | 
of ‘art are to those unfortunately deemed 
the most perfect beauties of nature. The | 
love of trees, shrubs and flowers may be 
gratified at the cheapest rate, yet they are 
most perfect in beauty ; association with 
them the most purifying, ennobling, human- 
izing, chastening. The more refined the 
mifid, the more delicate and intengified the 
love for all things beautiful—cause and 
effect in this case reciprocate. 
In passing the house of a farmer we 
may give a pretty sure guess at his mental 
*._ caliber or culture, and whether he has en-. 
joyed the uses of the beautiful. 

_. Is the lawn or front yard treeless or 
. -hrubless ? Are the hogs permitted to root 
in it and to make filthy holes near his 
door? Are there any fruit trees in the 
orchard ‘sickly and puny from neglect ?
